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America’s much-vaunted democracy has again “‘vindicated”’ 
itself. The principles of freedom of speech, freedom of the press 
and freedom of assemblage, which look glorious in patriotic school 
_ histoties, have been upheld once more by the action of our “‘liberal”

Behind the liberal mask worn by the second-in-command of 
California capitalists’ legislative program Jeers the fascist face of 
that arch-enemy of the working class, Hearst! 


What damnable hypocrites are these public officials when they 
make speeches about ‘‘noble American traditions of freedom and 
democracy’’ when their every official act proves the emptiness and 
diivel of their unctuous phrases! 


This is but another move which offers proof of what the Com- 
fnunists have always pointed out: “thal legislative bodies always 
function and laws of the state are always made with the aim of pro- 
tecting the interest of the class in power.’

The rapid increase in the scope 
of air warfare and the need creat- 
ed thereby for the construction 
and repair of air craft placed ad- 
ditionaf new demands upon Ameri: 
can industry during the World 
; (Since then there has been 


a geometrical increase in the use 
of air cratt for peace and war 
purposes. This makes still more 


demands upon the» aircratt and 
associated industries, immeasurably 
increases the importance o/ steel 
and its high grade alloys... At the 
same time it makes the workers 
einployed in these industrics more 
decisive in’ the strugple avainst 
imperialist war). 

In 1917-18 aeroplanes needed for 
their construction yvigantie quanti 
ties of wood, wire, cloth of varti- 
ous kinds, sheet steel, and the so- 
called “dope” for varnishing the 
structure of air craft. Al of these 
materials are of course, required 
in addition to the steel and metal 
needs for engines and the various 
drop forged and mechanical parts 
of the planes. 

A high quality of lumber was 
needed for the American planes 
manufactured during the World 
War. Special high grade) spruce, 
as well as some high vrades of 
fir and cedar, was needed in huve 

uantities, During the World War 
the American Ordnance Depart- 
ment cruised, cut and delivered 
about 180,000,000 feet of this kind 
of lumber—-most of it from the 
-uget Sound area, Seattle, Taco- 
ma, Hoquiam, Aberdeen, Port) An- 
geles, so forth. (So profitable was 
this whole proceeding that the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, -and 
Puget Sound Railway—a_ subsid- 
iary of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, found it possible to graft 
out of American war plane con- 
struction a new standard gaged

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MOVIE REVIEWS

For this week's horrible ex- 
ample of the ¢€vasions and distor 
tions of the banker-owned — filin 
industry we have chosen “Broad- 
way Bill.” 

There are two particularly in- 
teresting things about “Broadway 
Bill”. It is the first film) center- 
ing around a horse race which 
succeeds in makiny the horse 
race exciting, And it is well 
soaked in propaganda aimed to 
convince us that the American 
Dig Business bandit is “ just 
folks” after all, with a heart big- 
ger than a Roosevelt pledge: 

Now this achievement in the 
incredibly unimportant—making a 
horse-race cxciting—has its impor- 
tance. After all, to bring an au 
dience to the point of cheers at 
a photographic representation of 
a four footed beast scampering 
over the dust, in the year 1935, 
must mean something. lor one 
thing, it is a distinct technical 
triumph to succeed in building up 
so much interest in so. trivial an 
incident. And an understanding 
of how-this .emetional interest is 


created should be part of the 
technical equipment of a revyolu- 
tionary artist also. ) 

But perhaps the extreme readi- 
ness of the audicnce to get so 
worked up over something se 
completely unrelated to the reali- 


ties of their lives may be the re- 
ally significant thing. The almost 
lahaéenal excitement which this 
film creates is a barometer of the 
increasing tension under which 


people are living. Under the in- 
fluence of increasing economic 
pressure is devcloping a tremen- 


dous emotional resistance. In this 
case it finds its outlet in a zero. 
It is apparent that new and more 
intensive ways must be found and 
used, to direct this revolutionary 
energy into revolutionary chan- 
nels. Otherwise it will find its 
vent in the destructive hysteria 
of fascist-led action. 

some importance also is 
the capitalist propaganda of one 
of the central situations of this 
picture. An owner of all the 
industrial enterprises of a small 
town—including’ heavy industry 
plants—is represented as turning 
over his properties to their origi- 
nal individual owners, from whom 
he has taken them by hook or 
crook. This N. R. A. moral— 
help the small man—is. needless 
to. say, one of Franklin's fairy 
tales, thoughtfully brought to life 
for the encouragement of the dis- 
couraged: middle classes. It would 
not do to realistically represent

Extremely important in) regard 
to the matter of natural resources 
and technical skill in a country 
engaged in a mator war is the 
fact that at one time during the 
World War the entire program of 
airplane construction in) the Unit- 
ed States was jeopardized because 
ot the limited amount of available 
acetate of lime.

After the shortage 
had induced renewed} research 
these basic: chemicals were secur- 
ed chiefly from two places—cer- 
tain sear weeds found on the DPa- 
cific Cod€t. and a protein sub- 
stance in the germ of corn kern- 
els called zein.
